On page (2) of the Office Action, claims 1-3, 5, and 7-8 Awere lejeaed under 35 US.C 
§102(e) as being anticipated by Fish et aL, US. Patent No. 6,628,690 (Fish). On page (4) of the 
Office Actbn, nbim 6 was rejected under 35 U.S.G §103(a) as being unpatenrabb over Fish in view 
of Sekiguchi et aL, US. Patent No. 4,896,328 (Sekigudji). 

Applicants' attorney respectfulfyttaverses these rejecdons. 

Applicants' attorney submits herewith Dedaranons under 37 CF.R. §1.131 by inventors 
Thomas Gordon Beck Mason, Lairy A. Coldren and Gregory Fish to eliminate US. Patent No. 
6,628,690 (Fish) as a reference. 

As noted in the Declarations, Applicants' invention was conceived prior to September 2, 
1999, die priority date of U.S. Patent No. 6,628,690, and development of the invention proceeded 
on a continuous basis from prior to September 2, 1999, to the EQing of United States Provisional 
Patent i^plicadon No. 60/152,432, on September 3, 1999. The present appEcation claims priority 
to Uhited States Provisbnal Patent ^plication No. 60/152,432, with continuity esublished through 
per International Patent Application No. PCr/USOO/23710, both of which applications fully 
support the claims in the present application. Moreover, the exhibit relied upon as evidence by the 
Declarations also fully supports the claims in the present application. Consequendy, US. Patent No. 
6,628,690 is oHmiW^ as a reference by the Declarations under 37 CFJR. §1.131. 

Ihus, Applicants' atcoiney submits that independent claim 1 is allowable over the references. 
Further, dependent claims 2-3 and 5-8 are submined to be allowable over the references in die same 
manner, because they ate dependent on independent daim 1, and thus contain all the limitaiions of 
the independent daira In addition, dependent claims 2-3 and 5-8 recite a dditiona l novel element s 
not shown by the references.
